Valediction 


Reverend  Brother  Cook,  members  of  the  clergy,  honored  members  of  the  class 
of  1948,  faculty  and  administration,  beloved  parents,  family,  friends,  and  fellow 
graduates....

So,  instead  of  going  our  seperate  ways  and  then  sitting  sitting  at 
our  25th  reunion  as  strangers,  sharing  vague  personal  accomplishments,  let  us  stay 
united  as  a  class  so  we  may  support  each  other  in  times  of  joy  and  times  of  sorrow. 

After  all  the  dust  has  settled  from  this  week  of  joyous  celebration,  we  can  all 
stand  tall  and  proudly  say  this:  We,  the  class  of  1998,  did  not  merely  survive  four 
years  at  MC,  we  have  met  the  standard  and  perhaps  surpassed  the  goals  many  have 
set  for  us...
